The sixth annual Farmers Market 
opens Saturday, June 9, with all 
the fresh, locally grown food, 

flowers, crafts, cooking demonstrations, 
entertainment and kids’ activities that 
you’ve come to expect. 

This year, however, the Farmers 
Market will unveil some exciting 
changes and enhancements, including 
new vendors and parking options. 

The market is expanding its 
footprint to cover the entire east parking 
lot at Bloomington Civic Plaza. Although 
there no longer will be any parking 
in the east lot adjacent to the market, 
extra handicap spaces will be added to 
the north end of the west parking lot. 
Visitors to the market will also have the 
option to park across 98th Street in the 
Public Works east lot. See map above. 

These changes will not only make 
the area much safer for all guests, but 
provide needed space for additional 
vendors and an expanded seating area.

“More than 3,000 people attend the 
Farmers Market each Saturday,” Center 
for the Arts Manager Jim Urie said. “We 

expect that number to grow as we add 
more vendors and special events like the 
Global Celebration.”  

The Farmers Market is another way 
the City is realizing its goal to become 
healthier and more sustainable. Because 
of the Farmers Market, healthy, locally 
grown foods at an affordable price are 
now more accessible than ever.  

In 2011, the market took a major step 
forward by accepting credit cards and 

EBT/SNAP food support, providing even 
greater access to nutritious foods. 

The Farmers Market takes place at 
Bloomington Civic Plaza, 1800 West Old 
Shakopee Road, every Saturday, 8 a.m. -  
1 p.m., through October 13.
